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GENERAL 

INSTRUCTIONS 


Selecting the proper weight yarn 
and needle size will help yourneedle- 
pointing time to be more rewarding. 
If a needle is too large, you’ll have a 
difficult time pulling the eye through 
your canvas. And if the weight of 
yam is incorrect, the finished result 
will be less than satisfactory. 

Most projects can be stitched 
with your yam scraps or you may 
want to try yam especially designed 
for plastic canvas. Either way use 


the type yarn called for in the mate¬ 
rials section or test stitch an area to 
see if you are happy with the cover¬ 
age of the yam you want to use. If 
you are using the proper weight yarn, 
the canvas will be well covered. 

Plastic canvas is inexpensive and 
readily available. But the more you 
stitch the more you’ll notice that not 
all plastic canvas is alike. Some is 
soft and supple, other is stiffer and 
more ridged. The stiffer material is 
good for making boxes that stand 
alone while the softer plastic canvas 
works well for toys, pictures and 
things that have other means of sup¬ 


port. If you have difficulty finding the 
stiffer plastic canvas, you can achieve 
a sturdier project by holding two 
pieces of canvas together and stitch¬ 
ing your design through both thick¬ 
nesses. 

Cutting plastic canvas requires a 
few good tools. Some stitchers prefer 
to hold the canvas up with one hand 
and with a pair of scissors and small 
snips, cut each bar. Others like to 
anchor their canvas with push pins to 
a wooden cutting board and use a 
sharp-blade craft knife. After cutting 
your piece, make sure all nubs are 
trimmed smooth and close to the bar.

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Begin your stitching with about 
18" of yam in your needle. Leave a 
2-inch piece of yam on the back side 
of the canvas. As you make your 
first few stitches, work over this 
piece of yam “hiding” it between 
the canvas and the stitches. When 
you end your stitching, weave the 
yam through the back side of your 
last few stitches; then cut it off. Do 
not knot your work. 

Keep two or three needles on 
hand for working multicolor proj¬ 
ects. Thread each needle with a dif¬ 
ferent color. Then, rather than thread¬ 
ing and unthreading one needle, just 


pick up the color you need and lay 
the unused color to one side. 

Do not carry colors from one 
section to the next. Carrying yam 
across the back of your work can 
cause the piece to bow or the colors 
to show through the front. 

Tension is also important in 
working your canvas. Don’t pull 
too tightly or leave stitches too loose. 
Strive to make even, uniform 
stitches. You may want to drop your 
needle and yam occasionally and 
allow the yam to “spin”. This will 
keep the yam fluffy and stitches 
from looking pinched.

1: Review General Instructions 
on pg.

2: Count and cut plastic canvas 
according to graph on pg. 13. For 
side closures, cut six pieces 7x10 
holes. 

3: Using Continental Stitch (see 
pg. 3), work one front according to 
graph. Fill in uncoded area with 
#39 Eggshell. Using Eggshell and 
Alternating Scotch Stitch (see pg. 
5), work second piece. With silver, 
work side closures. 

4: With wrong sides together 
and silver. Whipstitch front pieces 
together. With silver. Overcast (see 
pg. 3) side closures edges. 

Top & Handle 

1: Count and cut top flap accord¬ 
ing to graph on pg. 28. For top, cut 
one piece 19x67 holes; for handle, 
cut one piece 7 x 90 holes; for 
handle extension, cut two pieces 7 
X 18 holes. 

2: Using Eggshell and Alternat¬ 
ing Scotch Stitch, work top and top 
flap working a half pattern in 
remaining holes. Using pink and 
Continental Stitch, work handle 
and handle extensions. Whipstitch | 


handle extensions to handle. 

3: With silver. Overcast unfin¬ 
ished edges. With gold. Whipstitch 
long edge of top flap to one long 
edge of top. 

Sides & Bottom 

1: For sides, cut four pieces 16 x 
88 holes; for bottom, cut two pieces 
each 17 X 67 holes. 

2: Using Eggshell and Alternat¬ 
ing Scotch Stitch, work all pieces 
working a half pattern in remain¬ 
ing holes. 

3: With wrong sides together 
and silver. Whipstitch two side 
pieces together. Repeat for other 
side and bottom. 

Back 

1: For back, curtain and valance, 
count and cut plastic canvas ac¬ 
cording to graphs on pages 28 and 
29. 

2: Using colors indicated and 
Continental Stitch, work one back 
according to graph. Using Egg¬ 
shell and Alternating Scotch Stitch, 
work second back. 

3: Using colors and stitches 
indicated, work curtain according 
to graph. Using #50 Teal Blue and 
Continental Stitch, fill in uncoded 
area of valance and with gold, 
Overcast bottom edge. 

4: Matching colors, Whipstitch 
curtain according to placement. 
With Teal Blue, Whipstitch top 
and sides of valance above curtain. 

Dresser 

1: Count and cut dresser front 
according to graph on pg. 28. For 
drawer fronts, cut three pieces 9 x 
34 holes; for dresser top, cut one 
piece 13 X 36 holes; for dresser 
sides, cut two pieces 13 x 43 holes. 
Using #15 Brown and Slanted 
Gobelin Stitch (see pg. 3), work 
these pieces. 

2: For drawer bottom, cut three 
pieces 13 x 30 holes; for drawer | 


back, cut three pieces 5 x 30 holes; 
for drawer sides, cut six pieces 5 x 
13 holes; for drawer support, cut 
three pieces 13 x 35 holes—leave 
these pieces unstitched. 

3: With Brown, Whipstitch 
dresser front, sides and top. Hold¬ 
ing one drawer support inside 
dresser. Whipstitch to sides and 
front opening as indicated on graph. 
Repeat for last 2 drawer supports. 
Whipstitch dresser to back accord¬ 
ing to placement. 

4: With Brown, Whipstitch one 
drawer back to two drawer sides 
and one drawer bottom. Whipstitch 
to center back of drawer front. 
Repeat for remaining drawers. Sew 
2 buttons on each drawer. 

5: With wrong sides together 
and silver, Whipstitch backs to¬ 
gether. 

Bed 

1: Count and cut bed top accord¬ 
ing to graph on pg. 28. For bed 
side, cut two pieces 27 x 79 holes; 
for bed end, cut two pieces 13 x 27 
holes. 

2: Using colors indicated and 
Slanted Gobelin Stitch, work bed 
top according to graph. Repeat 
color pattern and stitch on remain¬ 
ing pieces. 

3: With gold. Whipstitch one 
long edge of each side piece to 
each long edge of top. Whipstitch 
each end piece in place. With gold. 
Overcast unfinished edges. 

Assembly 

NOTE: Use gold unless other¬ 
wise stated.
